Document 2: JP, 1 1-3 1 1505, A (Bcegami Tsushima Co., Ltd.), 9 November, 1999 (09. 1 1.99), full text, Figs. 1-4 

Documents 1 and 2 respectively describe an analyzer that has a rotating body for carrying test pieces and 
carries the test pieces in the circumferential direction of the rotating body. 

Furthermore, document 2 discloses a constitution in which a negative pressure is made to act on the test 
pieces for holding the test pieces against the rotating body, and also discloses a constitution consisting of an 
internal space where the negative pressure is generated, plural mounting sections, through-hole, etc. 

Moreover, the discharge guide 26 disclosed in document 1 corresponds to the blade for removing the test 
pieces. 

Claims 15 and 16 

Document 3: JP, 1-16036, Y2 (Shimadzu Corp.), 12 May, 1989 (12.05.89), full text, Figs. 1 and 2 

Document 2 (paragraph [0017] and Fig. 4) and document 3 (Fig. 1) respectively disclose a suction force 
acting space that allows a negative pressure to act on test pieces. 

Claim 17 

Document 4: JP, 3232286, B2 (Yokota Corp.), 14 September, 2001 (14.09.01), paragraph [0027], Figs. 9-1 1 
Document 4 discloses a constitution in which when a negative pressure is made to act on an analyzing 
tool, the extra sample deposited on the analyzing tool is removed. 

Claims 7-12 

Documents 1-4 are documents showing the general state of the art concerning analyzers, and none of the 
documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests the constitution in which an internal space accommodates a 
closing member used for selecting the closed state and the opened state of a through-hole by being moved 
relative to a rotating body. * 
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
